"I've been all over 
(supporting the cause)," the busy 
chairman explained. * 

Lany Leafblad, county board 
member and campaign manager 
for the referendum, 'which he 
prefers to call a "question," said 
27,000 registered voters in Lake 
County will have a voice on the 
issue as well as 23,000 in 
McHenry County. 

Leafblad explained that the 
word "referendum" tends to 
scare people off. "They might 
think their taxes are going to be 
raised. There Is no power to raise 



taxes, it's all user-fee based." ' 

The county board member 
described the services'^of the 
agencyas "basically, a freebie.**. \ 

"it's nice when you see 5,000 
boats, and '4,900,<ajre' frbrn Cook 
County, paying (the user-rfee)," 
said Leafblad. "It would be a 
tragedy if it weren't continued." 

Executive Director Karen 
Kabbes noted that residents in 
the townships.'of Antioch, Lake 
Villa, Grant, and pdrts of Cuba 
arc eligible to vote on the cause. 

The small portion of Cuba 
Township affected by the agency 
is west of Roberts Rd. to River Rd. 
to ICclsy Rd. to Rte. 22, and then 
to the northerly boundaries of 
Barrington Hills, said kabbes. 

The concerned townships to 
the- west include McHenry, 
Nunda and Algonquin.

Industrial meeting focuses 
on business rctention, growth

LeiEiders from the local level to the state gathered in Antioch in a 
show of support for local industry, last week. At a packed village hall, 
industry owneis were the focal point as they heard pledges of support 
from legislators and Industry tips from government offices. 

Community Development. Coordinator Qaude LeMere organized 
the first meeting of the Antioch Industrial Council. In his opening 
speech, LeMere outlined an ordinary day in Antioch in Which he 
noticed products made by 32 local industries. 

LeMere told local Industry leaders, "Yoii are the example of why

Antioch Village Planner, 
Robert Silhan presented several 
options for the. new Metra 
Commuter Rail station. The 
stations ranged in size from 304- 
square feet to 2,709-square feet. 

Silhan, who prepared the 
sketches, offered a minimal 
structure, a median structure, 
and the "top of the line." The 
"minimal structure" was 304- 
square feet, with an indoor 
waiting room of 14 feet by 17 
feet. The estimated price tag on 
this station is $56,000. 

"This is roughly the size of le 
roofed over area of the bicycle 
rack at the Fox Lake Station," 
said Silhan. 

The proposed "median 
striicturie" is 1,107-square feet 
with a 19-foot by 25*foot waiting 
room. This design also includes 



handicapped-accessible bath- 
rooms, a storage area, and a 
coffee /service counter Which 
could be : conyerted to a ticket 
sales booth in the future. The 
cost for this station is estimated 
at $170,000. 

The "top-of-the-llne" 
proposal is 2,709-square feet, 
with a 25-foot by 25-foot waiting 
room. The station could also 
house a storage area, coffee and 
gift shop, restrooms,-and a 
community room or two more 
shop spaces. The cost of this 
plan Is $428,000. This station has 
a tower with a peaked roof 
approximately 35-feet tiall. 

The Redevelopment 

Commission recommended the 
"top-bf-the-line" model with 
modifications, such as opening 
up the wing sections and 
removing the washrooms and

Emmons School has 12 hill- 
sizcd classrooms! one multi-pur- 
pose room used as a lunch room^ 
gymnasium and stage, and a 
portable classroom unit and is 
simply bursting at the scams. 

Teachers have offices Ln clos- 
ets, band! is taught precariously 
on the stage, a combination third 
and ifourth grade was created to 
handle additional students, and 
the coatrooms have been moved 
outhito the hall to allow for more 
classroom space. After trying 
almost eveiy feasible alternative 
to combat the space problem, the 
school board has authorized a 19 
cent building referendum for the 
Marchballot

district in the Antlocfa area The 
district has experienced a laige 
increase in^ts enrollment this 
year. According to Tabor, die 
increases are- a result of home-.

Estates subdivisions. 

Emmons instituted numerous 
changes before going to the tax- 
payers. Conrniunlty Committees 
have spent the past several years 
looking for solutions to the 
Emmons overcrowding situation. 
In 1990, the school undertook a 
lUc safety project that added two 
additional classrooms made from 
open space in the lower level hall- 
way.^ 

Administrators increased the 
class size as well as added the 
relocatable classroom in 1992. 
Presently, the portable class- 
rooms hold the school's library as 
well as some special education 
clsuses. This unit is being leased 
with an option to purchase. 
Essentially, every square foot of 
the school is currently in use. 

Emmons School worked hard 
to support the past Antioch 



Ing referenda proposing the use 
of existing high school facilities 
on a rcntstt basis.: In a cooperative 
effort other feeder grade schools' 
oiFficiais, had hoped Emmons 
could use the ACHS buUding to 
address the space problem. Area 
voters rejected the ACHS building 
plans and each feeder school has 
been left to resolve its own needs. 

'^e got a commitment from 
all the feeder schools," said 
Emmons School Superintendent 
Matt Tabar. "It would have 
allowed . a consolidated middle 
school. But, when the ACHS 
building referenda! failed, we 
knew we had to look at other 
alternatives.'' 

Officials even considered 
using the gynmasium for class- 
rooms. The school would then 
build a pole bam to house the 
gym. However, that plan was not 
really practical. 
. "Itwas not a viable idea," said

Tabar. "It turned out not to be 
much cheaper than our building 
plan." 

Tabar said the school even 
considered renting the Antioch 
Comfort Inn at one point After 
reviewing all possible plans, offi- 
cials determined to build more 
space was the only sensible idea. 

"This will be basic space for^ 
students," explained Tabar. "We 
had an architect Took at design 
possibilities and we came to the 
point we are now. We waited as 
long as we possibly coiild. We 
have' exhausted all the possibillr 
ties'.' That is why we are on the 
ballot this Manii." 

Concerned about a past foiled 
building referendum, the school 
board first went to the communi- 
ty to get a read on public opinion. 
"We took our own poll," said 
Tabar. "Families with children in 
the school supported a building 
plan 100 percent Non user 
households supported the plan 
approximately 50 percent We 

took this to be very positive."

The Emmons Sdiool building

equipment to Kirnlsh classrooms

closets. 

With a successful referendum 
in March of 1994, students will be 
able to occupy the addition in the 
fall of 1995. The foundation 
would be installed in the summer- 
of 1994 and the project would be 
under roof in the fall of 1994. 

Tabar is confident tiiat if the 
referendum passes, the school 
will not be asking voters for more 
money next year. "We. have 
enou^ to support the education 
fund," said Tabar. "^e will^ not 
need additional money for the 
education fund In the foreseeable 
future. We have healthy growtft" 

The referendum committee 
has plans to get the word out to 
residents before the March vote. 

"We are using the neighbor- 
hood approach," explained 
Baifoara Comstock, referendum 
committee ' chairperson. 

"Committee volunteers will take 
on their own nei^borhoods by 
phone or in person to offer accu- 
rate information about the refer- 
endum. At the end of February 
we will have a mailing going out' 
to address some of the concerns 
of residents. . On Feb. 28 we will 
be having an informational meet- 
ing." 

Enmions School seems to 
have a combination of involved 
parents and academic achievers. 
Parents several months ago gath- 
ered together to rebuild the play- 
ground at the school. The sdiool 
also received excellent marks 
from the state when ranked in die 
.state school report cards. 
Emmons eighth-graders scores 
were up in all categories from last 
year as well as above the state 
averages.

"This program is not only 
exciting and fun, but it Is a way 
for the students to integrate what 
they've learned in math, science, 
and English," explained Matt 
Tabar, the school's superinten- 
dent. "Our program has become 
so succcsshil and well organized, 
that it has become a model for 
other similar programs through- 
out the coun^. It is one of the 
most anticipated and involved 
programs we do for both parents 
and students." 

Parents and students con- 
structed a self-contained habitat 
to house the astronauts for their 
24-hour adventure. They were 
linked by radio and computer to 
mission control, staffed by class- 
mates. In addition to growing 
plants in the simulated space, 
students also took snails along 
with them to record scientific 
data.

During a routine check by Antioch PoUcc.Dcpartment, 
police discovered Adam Moore, age 19, of Antiocli tiolding a 12- 
ouncc Miller beer at the Waterfall Restaurant oh Friday, Feb. 11 
at 9:30 p.m.

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Agency takes credit Meeting 
for clean Chain waters

Water in the Chain O'Lalces is 
cleaner than Lalcc Geneva and 
the LaJcc Foicst beach on Lalcc 
Michigan. 

That was the assertion of Dr. 
William Dam, chairman of the 
Chain O'Lakcs/Fox River Water 
Management Agency at a public 
fomm held on why the district 
should be retained. 

Voters in Antioch, Grant 
Township, Lake Villa, 

Undcnhurst and parts of 
McHcnry County will decide 
March 15 whether the agency 
should be extended beyond Dec. 
31, 1994. 

Dr. Dam spoke out at a meeting 
Tuesday night sponsored by the 
Alliance for Better Government 
held at State Bank of the Lakes, 
Antioch. The meeting was part of 
an extensive public information 
campaign the agency is conduct- 
ing on both sides of the Fox River 
to acquaint voters with v\1iat the 
district has been working on 
since formed nearly 10 years ago. 

In answer to a question on what 
the agency has l>ecn doing about 
^controlling boat speeds, Dam 
replied: "There arc other agen- 
cies that handle speed regula- 
tions. Frankly, we have been 
steering away from law enforce- 
ment. My feeling is that the 
agency should do the things that 
we can do." 

That would include dredging 
channels for navigation and Hood 
control, cleaning up the Chain's 
64,000 acres of water, and 
advancing safety on the 35-mile 



stretch from the Wilmot Dam to 
Algonquin. 

Agency Director ICoren Kabbes, 
one of 10 paid employes on the 
non-tax supported agency, 
described how cooperation of 
property owners and local gov- 
ernment has assisted in dredging 
and clean up projects that often 
arc in back water areas not vis- 
able to the public. 

"Some of the dredging work isn't

a pretty sight," Kabbes stated, 
"but we're there." She pointed 
out that most of the sediment in 
the Chain is not contaminated. 
Dredged silt has many worth- 
while uses, she stated. 

Asked about the agency's rela- 
tionship with private interests 
promoting riverboat casinos on 
the Chain, Dr. Dam said that a 
majority of the non-paid direc- 
tors felt that accepting donations 
from riverboat advocates was in 
the "best interests" of the com- 
munity. 

Director Judy Martini, a candi- 
date for the Lake County Board in 
the March 15 primary, pointed 
out to ABG members that she was 
the lone vote against accepting 
riverboat contributions. "I feel 
there are other avenues for rev- 
enue," Martini declared.

On Tuesday,- Feb. 8 police 
observed CoryMcQeUan, age 19, 
of Fox Lake exiting the front door 
of the Las Vegas Restaurant He 
caught the attention of police 
because he was reportedly stag- 
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gering south on Main Street wav- 
ing his arms wildly, and scream- 
ing. 

The apparently intoxicated 
man then entered the passenger 
side of a vehicle being driven by 
an unknown driver. The vehicle 
turned down an alley and turned 
into the back entrance of the Las 
Vegas. McQellan then reentered 
the restaurant through the rear 
door. 

According to the report, when 
tiie ofiRcer attempted to discuss 
with McClellan his unusual 
behavior, McClellan reportedly 
became aggressive screaming 
profanities.

After charging McQellan wrfth 
unlawful possession and con- 
sumption of alcoholic beverage 
by a minor, resisting arrest, bat- 
tery, and disorderly conduct, he 
was photographed, processed 
and placed back Into his cell At 
this time, McClellan removed his 
pants and underwear displaying 
his penis and stated to a female 
officer Til give you a piece of 
this.' 

Offender then turned around 
displaying his bare buttocks and 
stated, "How about this baby?" 
McClellan remained in the cell 
until he was released on bond.

Special Educators ponder changing regulations

The rules of special education 
arc changing. 

Local educators will soon be 
getting used to a bevy of regula- 
tions .from Springfield' and 
Washington. 

"Change is going to occur and 
it will have a rippling effect from 
Washington to the state and local 
level;" Robert Abbott, a member 
of the state board of education, 
said. 

Abbott, Special Education 
Dist. Superintendent John 
Anderson and Myron Dagley, as- 
sociate superintendent for spe- 
cial education in Waukegan,. ad- 
dressed a gathering at SEDOL 

The regulations include a se- 
ries of six "Intensity levels" of ser- 
vice to determine staffs class size 
or case loads. 

Parentis of learning disabilities 
students went to public hearings 
to protest 40 students per class 
level. "They said many of them 
are finding it difficult to service 
20 kids. You will not fmd 40 kids 
at one attendance center who 
need only one hour," Abbott said. 
"It looks like it will go down to 30 
for up to one hour a day," 



"As an advocate for children, 1 
can see a lot of value iii the in- 
tensity model and in an. urban 
school d^trict such as ours, we 
would increase stalFf. This would 
definitely impact positively on 
the side of the ctiUd^and nega- 
tively on the side of the cabinet 
whose Job it is to have a balanced 
budget," Dangley said. 

Abbott explained to the audi- 
ence that tlierc arc two broad 
camps in special education: con- 
servationists and abolitionists. 
The abolitionists wish to change 
and abolish the special education 
system and have most if not all 
students in regular classes. 
Conservationists wish to preserve 
special education's current status. 

Further public hearings arc 
possible for the state regulations, 
wliich could take effect next 
school year. 

Anderson termed the regula- 
tions "a real challenge. Limiting 



minimum standards consistent 
with what is appropriate educa- 
tion for children. "To set maxi- 
murn standards often puts 
unnecessary burden, on school 
districts who have limited re- 
sources and an attempt to apply 
those limited resources to 
"Cadillac" programs is not what 
the role of regulations should be 
about. That is the role of local 
school boards to determine if 
they wish to go beyond what ap- 
propriate standards are," 
Anderson said. 

He said SEDOL encourages 
member districts to take back 
their special education programs 
and to have more inclusive dis- 
tricts.

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ComEd chief is supporting 
juvenile justice referendum 



Samuel K. Skinner, president 
of Commonwealth Edison, bat- 
tled tlic wintry weather condi- 
tions to announce tlic electric 
company|s support for the March 
15, county-wide referendum to 
raise the county's property tax 
extension for the comprehensive 
improvement of the juvenile jus- 
tice system in Lake County. 

SIdnncr was tlic keynote 
speaker at an information l^rcak- 
fast sponsored by the Citizens for 
Juvenile Justice, the local Lake 
County group spearheading the 
passage of tiic referendum. The 
breakfast was attended by over 
sixty county corporate and civic 
leaders. 

As the largest taxpayer in 
Lake County, Commonwealth 
Edison paid over $17.8 million in 
property taxes last year. In an 
endorsement of the improve- 
ment plan, Skinner stated: 
"Commonwealth Edison Is a 
civic-minded corporation that 
docs not just provide electricity 
to the citizens of Lake County. 
We support issues that improve 
the quality of life in the county. A 
comprehensive improvement of 
the juvenile justice system in 
Lake County is something in our 
opinion, which docs make 
sense." 

The elements of the Lake 
County Juvenile Justice 
Improvement Plan include: an 
additional courtroom to assist in 
easing the juvenile caseload; a 
36-bed detention center, a modi- 
fied boot camp for juvenile 
offenders, the SMART program 
(Structured Military and 
Residential Treatment); a VEC- 
TOR Day Treatment Program for 
12 male and female offenders; 
and expanded Home Detention 



and Intensive Probation Services. 
Voters might have tlie per- 
ception tiiat their property taxes 
will be raised sbc percent l^y pas- 
sage of the referendum, but as 
Skinner stated: "It should be 
stressed that the proposed refer- 
endum increases only the coun- 
ty's portion of a property tax bill. 
Thus, for a home with a market 
value of $150,000, the cost of the 
referendum will be $1 a month. 
The monthly cost to Common- 
wealth Edison will be closer to 
$7,500, but we feel a safer Lake 
County is worthy of this 
increase." 

A former U.S. Attorney for the 
Northern District of Illinois, 
Skinner joined Commonwcaltii 
Edison after serving as Secretary 
of Transportation and Chief of 
Staff for former President George 
Bush. In November, 1993, he was 
appointed Chairman of the 
Illinois Economic Development 
Board by Governor Jim Edgar. 

"As a U.S. attorney, fighting 
crime was my sworn duty. As 
Chief of Staff for former President 
Bush, we were concerned with 
the lack of approaches to com- 
bating juvenile crime.

The Lake County Police 
Chiefs Association today 
announced their support for the 
March 15, county-wide referen- 
dum to raise the county's proper- 
.ty tax extension for the compre- 
hensive improvement of the juve- 
nile justice system in Lake 
County. 

John H. Ward, president of 
the Lake County Police Chiefs 
Association and Chief of Police in 
Gurnee, stated: "The Lake County 
laijv enforcement community 
strongly endorses the compre- 
hensive improvement plan for 
the Hulsc Detention Center. 
Juveniles committing crimes 
today arc not just breaking win- 
dows and leaving graffiti on 
buildings, they arc involved with 
gangs, drugs and guns. Hiis 
approach will provide tremen- 
dous assistance to law enforce- 
ment officials in dealing with 
these very serious problems." 

Due to the lack of space in the 
detention center, juveniles are 
being released early from the 
facility to make room for those 
who have committed more 
severe crimes. "Without being 



reprimanded, it creates a view in 
that kid's mind that crime pays, 
so why follow the laws? llils path 
is a dangerous one because It 
leads to criminal behavior as an 
adult, vt^erc it's usually too late 
for rehabilitation," Ward said. 

According to Ward, Intcrvcn- 
.tion and rehabilitation arc the 
key components to the juvenile 
justice improvement plan. "Ifwc 
can provide alternatives to send- 
ing these kids to prison, where 
the only thing they Icam is how to 
commit other crimes, wc can 
make a difference in their lives: 
As public officials responsible for 
the safety of our communities, we 
support this approach for the 
simple reason it will make Lake 
County a safer place to live and 
work," Ward indioited. 

The elements of the proposed 
plan include: a 36-bed detention 
center;, a Smart Program 
(Structured MUitary and 
Residential Treatment) for 22 
juvenile offenders; a 12 person 
Vector Day Treatment Program; 
expanded Home Detention and 
Intensive Probation Services; and 
an additional courtroom to assist 



in casing the juvenile caseload. 

Ward noted, "The compre- 
hensive approach of the plan . 
makes it unique. The Smart; and 
Vector Programs can provide 
some discipline to a juvenile's life 
to help them mature into respon- 
sible citizens. Expanding homo : 
detention and intensive proba- 
tion services will allow us to reach 
out to more kids to give them 
some direction, while the addi- 
tional courtroom and larger 
detention center finally addiBs$] *' 
cs the magnitude of the grovv/lJhg ' 
Juvenile problem here in Lake 
County."

The College of Lake County 
board of trustees approved a pro- 
posal increasing tuition and fees 
for fiscal years 1995, 1996 and 
1997t Under the new proposal, 
tuition will be raised in the fall 
semester of each of the next three 
fiscal years. The current in-dis- 
trict tuition of $30.10 per credit 
hour will increase to $41 in fiscal 
year 1995, $44 in fiscal year 1996 
and $47 in fiscal year 1997: 
Additionally, the student activity 
fee of $1.25 per hour will be 
replaced by a comprehensive fee 
of $3 per credit hour for fiscal 
year 1995 and $4 In fiscal year 
1996. The comprehensive fee will 
include the activity fee and also 
fund student services like park- 
ing, facilities, tutoring, registra- 
tion and advisement. 

The increases in tuition and 
fees are. needed to compensate 
for the revenue Impacts of tax cap 
legislation and flat or declining 
state funding, said CLC President 
Daniel j. LaVista, 

"It was a very difficult deci- 
sion for us to make to increase 
tuition and fees," said Board 



Chairperson Barbara Oilschlagcn 
"The decision was made after 
much discussion and approval 
from the student senate." 

The proposal to Increase 
tuition and fees was presented to 
the student senate Ian. 31 and 
endorsed at its Feb. 7 meeting. 

In other action, the board 
accepted a grant of $30,000 from 
the Illinois Board of Higher 
Education's D wight D. 
Elsenhower Mathematics and 
Science Education Program. The 
one-year grant will fund a train- 
ing program/for about 30 Lake 
County elementary school teach- 
ers ih the use of experiments and 
demonstrations to teach physical 
science principles. CLC's physics 
instmctor Toby Ward wiU direct 
the project, which will be held in 
the summer. This is the second 
consecutive year CLC has 
received this grant Last year 
teachers, from 22 Lake County 
grade schools participated in the 
program. 

The board also discussed a 
proposal submitted by student 
trustee Jennifer Bussonc request- 



ing that the board to grant advi- 
sory voting status to the student 
trustee. At the conclusion of this 
discussion, the board postponed 
any action on the proposal lintil 
the March board meeting to 
allow its members to consider the 
issue further. • f 

Continuing a policy adopted 
last year, the board also accepted 
a proposal to keep the college 
open five days a week this sum- 
mer while allowing employees a 
four-day flexible work week. 
From 1980 until last year, 
employees were offered a four- 
day (Monday through Thursday) 
work week in June and July.

Owners of dogs or cats should assure their 
pets arc vaccinated against rabies. The Lake 
County. Ordinance requires that all dogs and 
cats have a Lake County rabies tag attached to 
their collar at all times as proof of their vaccina- ' 



tion status. The tags are avaUable from the 
Health Department and from certain munici- 
palities upon presentation of the vaccination 
certificates (obtained from the veterinarian.) 
Call 360-6424 for the cost of the Rabies Tag. 
Alter the vaccination Is given, pet owners arc 
allowed 21 days to register their dog or cat 

The purpose of the tag is to provide proof of 
the vaccination if the animal bites someone or 
comes in contact with a wild animal. The tag is 
also useful in tracing ownership if the pet is lost. 
The Health Department maintains a file of all 
registered dogs and cats. It is cross-referenced 
by the last name of the animal's owner and by 
the Lake County tag number.

Volunteers offer hope for abused

Voluntarism may turn out. to be 
the pathway to rhyme and reason 
in the hodge-podge way society is 
dealing with abused and neglect- 
ed cluldren. 

,Our juvenile justice system is 
overwhelmed by the enormity of 
the problem of children at risk 
because of uncaring parents— 
1,000 cases in Lake County last 
year — and the vaunted Illinois 
Dcpt. of Children and Family 
Services has been revealed as a 
high priced bunch of bureaucrat- 
ic bumblcrs. 

Saturday, Feb. 19, the flrst group 
of CASA (Court Appointed 
Special Advocate) volunteers will 
complete their, third and fuial. 
session of training, 40 hours in 
all, preparing them for the role of 
non-paid advocates for children 
at risk. 

Officially, the 50 CASA volun- 
teers will be "guardians ad litem," 
a position with legal standing, 
possibly the only person in the 
worid with the best interests of an 
unwanted and unloved child at 
heart. "Quite a job; quite a 
responsibility," exclaims Diane 
Friesc, a DePaul University adult 
learning counselor wiio is direc- 
tor of the new Lake County CASA 
which operates under the juris- 
diction of the l^kc County 
Juvenile Court system. 

When they begin their duties 
Monday, each of the volunteers 
will be assigned a child whose 
. case they will stay with untU there 
is a resolution, like placement in 
a fostcrhome or an assignment 
with relatives. 

Friesc, who began putting the 
CASA program together here last 
October, says volunteers come 
from all walks of life, although 
"most of them arc moms." In the 
first group of trainees, 75 percent 
were females with children. 
Every effort is made to match vol- 
unteers and children along sex 
and ethnic lines. , 

Thorough background checks 
are made, Friesc pointed out, 



especially any connection the 
adult mi^t have had with any 
kind of prior child abuse. 

Friesc and the newly formed 
Lake County CASA board of 
• directors were ov^rwlielmed with 
the response to the initial call for 
volunteers. The first call greatly 
exceeded space, for the original 
class taught by Sue Veatch, the 
other paid member of the CASA 
team that has a $40,000 budget. 
Another class will be formed. 

Maybe we're on to something 
with volunteers. As Friesc put it, 
"There are a lot of senslUye peo- 
ple out there who care about 
what happens to children.'^

By now, rriosf people have received 
all their tax Information In the mall and 
are making arrangements to see their 
tax advisor. Just when you thought you 
understood the rules, the IRS changes 
them. I have a feeling that this year's 
trip to the accountant will be a real 
eye opener for most people. 

Most of us are looking for new ways 
to shelfer our money from Uncle Sam. 

Myth number ono: Becauso I cannot 
deduct my IRA contribution I should not 
moke on IRA contribution. 

The main advantage for making a 
current year IRA contribution' Is 
because you get years and years of 
tax deferred compounding. Look at 
the difference: For Individuals In the 28 
percent tax bracket, a $2,(X)0 taxable 
Investment at 8 percent Interest In 30 
yearn would be worth $10J32; a $Z000 
tax deferred Investment at 8 percent 
Interest In 30 years would be worth 
$20,125. 

As you can see from the above 
Illustration, there Is almost a $10,000 
difference between your taxable and 
tax deferred Investment. This is a big 
difference, yet I constantly liear, "I did 
not make an IRA contribution because 
It was not fully deductible."

Myth number three: I make too 
much money. I cannot deduct any of 



my IRA contribution. 

As long as you or your spouse are 
not active participants of a tax 
qualified plan through your employer. 
you may take a full deduction no 
matter what your Income. 

You may also take a full deduction If 
your adjusted gross Income Is less than 
$25,000 for single fliers and $40,000 for 
joint fliers. If you are a single filer with 
AGI less than $35,000 or a Joint filer wllh 
AGI less than $50,000 and you are 
covered by a tax qualified plan, you 
may still make a partial deduction. 

Myth number four: It does not pay to 
make an IRA contribution because 
interest rates are too low at the bank.

You can invest your 
rnoney In many different Instrumente. 

Think of your IRA as your garage. The 
vehicle you park in your garage Is 
sheltered from the IRAs.

When you are young you may 
want to use a fast car, such as a 
Corvette. When you get older, a 
Corvette may be too fast and you may 
want to park a much safer, more reli- 
able car such as a Volvo. 

This anthology hoids true with your 
Investments. When you are young and 
have time to ride out the business 
cycles, you may want to consider an 
aggressive growth fund. As you get 
closer to retirement and ttie business 
cycles make you nervous, you may 
want to consider a government bond 
fund.

Your personal loss could turn Into a 
tax gain. If you've had a casualty- 
damage, destruction or loss of prop- 
erty resulting from an identifiable event 
that Is sudden, unexpected or un- 
usual—your loss from that casualty may 
be deductible on your tax return.

Many school districts cut art programs as a flrst 
defense in dealing with flnancial straitis, leaving 
children, with limited avenues of creative cxplo- 
■ ration. Seeing this, Carol Kccnc has combined her 
love of watcrcolor painting with teaching its prop- 
erties to become an artist in residence. 

Kccnc, 4G, visits between 15 to 20 school^ a 
year, about 25 percent within Lake County, as a 
special art program provided by the- local Parent 
Teacher Organizations and Associations. 

SurprisinEly.^she did not plan.outhcr.carccr In 
art from the gct-go, only learning of her desire to 
paint while a chemistry major at college. 

"1 just didn't feel it was' my strong suit," Kccnc 
said. "I painted for pleasure, but I didn't know any- 
thing about it." 

After taking several evening classes and teach- 
ing herself most of what she knows today, Kcene 
s^drtcd painting, but only combined the school 
activity three years ago at the urging of a friend. 

"I was aslccd by a friend to come talk to her 
daughter's school and she set up the whole pro- 
gram and made all the arrangements," she said. 

. "It was so popular, another school asked mc, 
(and) then it was by referral." 

Her residence travels have taken her to 
Michigan, to itmer city schools and those in the 
wcstcm suburbs, and in Mundclein, Buffalo Grove, 
Long Grove and Lake Zurich. 

He next appearance is atSeth Paine Elementary 
School in Lake Zurich the week of Feb. 21. 

"Hiis year, 1 went to a showcase to get booked 
by schools in the area, and that has been very suc- 
cessful. 

"Within (Lake Zurich Unit) District 95, 1 get a lot 
of referrals," she said. "I like that, because it's 
based on (them) knowing, rather than wondering 
(about my work)." 

Her program consists of her painting a picture 
for every classroom in the school during a 30- 
minutc session, with the painting based on the stu- 
dents' questions, answers to her questions and 
their suggestions. She will talk about the art of 
using watcrcolors to make a picture, and go into 
the history of the paint brush. 

She usually picks on the student who has been 
silent throughout the program to name the paint- 
ing, which she leaves behind. "Each class gets an 
original painting by Carol Keenc with theh" input," 
she said. 

Keene makes a practice of volunteering her ser- 
vices at one school each year where an art program 
is needed but cannot be afforded. 

Her services have even been bought by a 
Northbrook school and donated to an inner city 
school as a gift. 

"TIiosc children really needed to know about 
art," she said. • 

While mostly attending elementary schools, 
Keene said she will talk with seventh- and eighth- 
graders, but stays away from high schools, as they 
are probably learning about painting in class. 

She also teaches two adult watercolor painting

classes in tlic Buffalo Grove Park District, where 
she lives with her husband, Bill, and two of four 
children, Sara, 12 years .old, and Adam, 9 years old, 
as well as another private class on the side. 

Most of her students arc women who were told 
they should find another, more financial worth- 
while career. 

"I teach the things that most other watercolor 
teachers don't teach," she said. "I expose the 
myths and the difficulty with water colors. 

"1 show how to make it easy to do." 

One of the more interesting areas she paints is 
on household walls, adding seascapes to window- 
less, rooms, or adding a locker room scene in a 
child's bedroom, with a door opening to a gymna- 
sium with a basketball game being played, or 
drinking fountains sprouting water. 

The children's murals are all based on the 
child's possessions, and include many in the final, 
realistic looking painting. 

Keene is also the founder of the Lake-Cook 
Water Color Society, wtiich will celebrate its first 
anniversary this month and has 40 members, 70 
percent from Lake County.

Is Playa del Carmen?

You've decided to tiikc the cruise you've always dreamed about. A western 
Caribbean cruise witii slops at Ocho Rios and Grand Cayman sounds good. But 
the brochute shows a stop at Playa del Carmen.

Playa del Canncn is actually the closc!!st poit to Mexico's famous beach resort 
of Cancun, Mexico. It's also a short ferry ride across from Cozumel, an island 
well known by divers around the worid. 

This quaint Mexican town is also ideally located for excursions to 
archaeological sites like the Mayan ruins in Tulum and Chichen Itza. 

If you want to do some shopping, take the Cancun city tour. A four hour tour .

With over two 
dozen reefs and hundreds of wrecks, Cozumcl has something for every diver's 
interest. My personal favorite dive spot is I^alacar Reef just off the south shore. 
Here youll find visibility up to 200 feci and some of the most spectacular coral 
formations in ihc Cariblican. 

Finally, don t be confused if your itinerary shows only a one hour stop in 
PJaya del Carmen and continues on to Cozumcl. If you get off here you will be 
shuttled across the bay later to meet your ship in Cozumcl. 

So the problem with stopping in Playa del Carmen is not, "Is there anything 
to do?" but which ofthe many options do you choose. •

Italian food is always popular. But beyond, spaglictti, lasagna, 
and fcttucinc, there is a wealth of delicious Italian spcciaities. 
V (Cookbook author Judith Barrett traveled tliroughout Italy explor- 
ing the foods of different regions and collected and developed more 
than 200 heaithfiil dishes. She put them liito 'From an Italian . 
Garden, ' wtiich is not only a resource for lovers of Italian cuisine, 
but also for vegetarians. . 

Although many of the recipes may be best prepared with vegeta- 
bles and herbs fresh from the garden, most of the bigredlchts can 
be found at the supermarket year round. 

Here is a sample recipe that can be prepared any time of the 
.year.

Hospice director wufks to ease pain, griif

Carole Blazck of Barrlngton 
has spent many hours over the 
years working at a local bereave- 
ment organization which 
attempts to assist families 
through the trying time of the 
death of a family member, or 
friend. 

The Hospice of Northeastern 
Illinois, Inc. has served a Ave 
county area for the past nine 
years, and just raised a record 
amount at its armual member- 
ship and fund-raiser drive held in 
November.. A total of $55,000 was 
donated to the group, headquar- 
tered In Barrington, compared to 
$26,000 raised in '92. 



Dlazek attributes the increase 
to an larger patron base, which 
grew from 6,000 to more than 
10,000 individuals, made up from 
family and friends of persons 
who die hospice has helped and 
people who attend hospice spe- 
cial events, . 

About 360 patrons actually 
made donations from all over the 
88 communities they provide 
care for in Lake, ^fcHcnry, Kane, 
Cook and DuPagc counties. 

The hospice takes care of per- 
sons who liavc been diagnosed 
with a terminal illness. "Our 
thmst is to sec if we can make the 
patient as comfortable as possi- 
ble," Blazck said, working with 
the individual and their family 



and friends, "(so) they can dies In 
peace at home and not be alone. 

"It's pallladvc care, not cura- 
tive care," said Blazek, The 
Hospice Foundation director 
since last March. 

Some of the patients arc 
cared for in their own homes, but 
only if they have someone to care 
for them. Otherw'ise, they can be 
cared for at any of the 14 nursing 
homes or six hospitals the hos- 
pice is aHiliated with. 

The group has grown from a 
group of 20 volunteers In 1984 to 
a staff of 70 nurses, doctors , 
bereavement counselors and 
priests, and 200 volunteers.

A year ago Leslie vyas a phys- 
ical therapist at Lake Forest 
Hospital and Shariene.was in the 
middle of her residency at 
Rush/St Luke's Hospital working 
on her masters. Influenced some- 
what by their father's new field of 



health and diet, and sensing a 
need in the Wauconda area for 
fitness, the two sisters conceived 
the idea of combining the family 
talents and contributing at the 
same time;

Iron-rich meat include lean 
beef, pork, chicken, turkey and 



fish. The iron from foods of ani- 
mal origin are more readily 
absorbed by the body than iron

However, non-animal sources 
of iron can contribute significant- .

Important changes for real estate investors 




Every new tax law 
creates winners and 
losers. If you are a real 
estate professional who 
also owns rental property, 
you should be feeling 
good about the latest 
round of tax legislation. 
Under prior law, losses from rental real 
estate were treated as "passive," Passive loss- 
es were deductible only to the extent of your 
passive income. An exception was made if 
you materially participated in the rental 
activity. Meeting the material participation 
rules allowed you to deduct up to $25,000 of 
rental real estate losses against non-passive 
income, but this exception began to phase 
out once your adjusted gross income. exceed- 
ed $100,000. 

Beginning January 1, 1994, certain "real 
estate professionals" may deduct rental real 
estate losses in full. You qualify as a "real 
estate professional" if more than 50% of the 
personal services that you perform during the 
year are for "real property trades or business- 
es" In which you materially participate. In 
addition, you must perform more than 750 
hours of service per year in these real estate 
activities, 

As you can probably tell, this rule is a com- 
plex one. It also raises many questions. For 
example, what qualifies as a real estate trade 
or business? What if your spouse meets the 
'qualiflcation rules, but you don't? How do 
you treat passive losses that were suspended 
under the prior tax law? 

Real property trades or businesses are 
dcfmcd as any real property development, 
redevelopment, construction, reconstruction, 
acquisition, conversion, rental, operation, 
management, leasing, or brokerage trade or 



business. 

The material participation of a spouse can- 
not be combined with the other spouse. One 
spouse must separately satisfy the require- 
ments mentioned previously to qualify as a 
real estate professional. 

Suspended losses from the activity that are 
carried to 1994 will be treated ds a loss from a 
former passive activity. The deduction for the 
loss will be limited to Income from that activi- 
ty. Any remaining suspended losses arc 
deductible when the taxpayer disposes the 
entire interest is a fully taxable transaction with 
an unrelated party. 

The new law contains two other important 
real estate provisions. If you arc released 
from mortgage debt on real property that's 
used in a trade or business, you may be able 
to treat such debt forgiveness as an adjust- 
ment to basis, rather than as taxable income. 
Also the depreciation period for nonresiden- 
tial real estate has been increased from 31.5 
to 39 years. 

If any of these provisions apply to your sit- 
uation, we suggest that you contact your 
financial consultant as soon as possible. 
Implementing the right tax strategy now 
could save hundreds, or even thousands, of 

dollars.

This week our two local stocks are both rec- 
ommended as hold's by Wall Street analysts. 
Quaker Oats, the food and beverage giant, as well 
as Sara Lee, a well diversified, multinational com- 
pany, best known for desserts will be looked at. 

Quaker Oats (OAT-NYSE) 

The company that brings you household 
names like Cap N' Crunch, life, Quaker Oatmeal, 
Gatorade, Rice-A-Ronl and Aunt Jemima, as well 
as Gaines, Kcn-L Ration and Puss'n Boots pet I 
foods, is as diversified across the world as it Is with Seldonborg 
it's producte. 

Presentiy, only 65 percent of Quaker's sales arc coming from the 
U.S., while 23 percent are in Europe, eight percent Latin America and 
the Pacific, and fouT; percent in Canada. Although this gives them a nice 
international exposure, the economic woes in some of these parts of 
the world have caused a sharp drop of 18 percent in Quaker's second 
quarter of fiscal 1994. - i r ' i.r 

Earnings have been increasing steadily since 1990 from $2^15 to a 
projected $5 in fiscal 1995. This fact; combined with the expected ten 
percent growth rate for the ncxtfivc years would give enough rcasoii to 
hold the stock, but the problems in Europe and the currency fluctua- 
tion arc reasons for investors to keep a close eye on this. 

With a "full valuation" of Quaker Oats In the low $70 a share range 
based on cash flow analysis, present earnings, and growth rate, OAT is 
rcconunended as a hold for investors seeking growth and Income. : 

Sara Lee (SLE-NVSE) 

You might think of Sara Lee as the company that brings you' some 
memorable desserts, but they are much more than that. Some other 
brand names falling under Sara Lee's control arc Hanes, L'eggs, 
Playtex, Hillshlrc Farm. Ball Park and Jimmy Dean. SLE is now so 
diversified, 57 percent of its profits come from personal products. 

Sara Lee is under some earnings pressure because of poor 
European markets, and a general weakness in the U.S. and U.K. hosiery 
market Earnings are still expected to grow at 12 percent a year over the 
next five years. 

The fact that SLE is such a strong, quality company certainly, is in 
it's favor, that along with a stable three percent dividend makes SLE a 
company which is favored by some analysts, but the majority are still 
recommending a hold until the situation In Europe gets better.

Mile High Stadium in Denver. It . 
is distributed at grocery stores in 
13 states, And for the 1994 sea- 
son, If all goes as planned, it will 
debut at three more ballparks as 
well as in the pipeline of several 
key new distributors. -. 

"I believe that Champ! is one 
underdog that will have it's day," 
says Mllazzo. "There's nothing 
else like it on the market, and 
practically anyone who tastes it is 
hooked." 

The only fudge and nut-coy- 
crcd ice. cream bar at the grocery

store IcVcI, Champ! is sort of a 
deluxe tin roof siindaQ on a stick: 
premium vanilla ice cream 
topped by a layer of fudge sauce 
and generously studded with 
lightly salted Spanisli peanuts 
("our secret ingredient, "< Mllazzo 
says).

instead of the usual boxing glove, 
Mllazzo marched into the Cubs' 
inner sanctum. At the first meet- 
ing, his samples were melted. 
"But they ate the fudge, nut and 
chocolate coating part with their 
fingers, and they were so 
impressed with the flavor combi- 
nation that they invited me 
back," Milazzo recalls.

Be aware of dangers in bank sold mutual fiinds 
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ALAN NADOLNA 

Tlicrc was an excellent pro- 
gram on National Public Radio. 
The discussion dealt with the sale 
of mutual iunds, annuities and 
life insurance by banks and sav- 
ings and loans. 

The message was dear that 
many people purchasing these 
investments completely misun- 
derstand the risk: inherent in that 
investment. In a recent survey, 
nearly 80 percent of individuals 
who purchased investments 
through banks expressed the 
belief that investments were 
insured in the same way that 
CD's and other bank accounts 
were insured. 

This is not intended as an 
indictment of banks selling 
investments. What it is, is an 
expression of concern that mil- 
lions of individuals arc seeking 
higher returns than arc currently 



available in traditional savings 
vehicles. These Individuals are 
largely unaware of the risks 
inherent in other forms of hivcst- 
mcnts. 

There is nothing wrong, in fact 
it is perfectly intelligent to invest 
in vehicles where there is risk. 
Higher returns than "safe money 
market and CD rates" arc only 
available if one is willing to 
. accept a certain degree of risk. 

The problem is one of individ- 
uals transferring money from safe 
repositories into investments 
they do not understand. Interest 
rates will eventually begin to 
increase. When they do, bond 
mutual funds, bonds and most 
likely common stock will deterio- 
rate In value. 

Unwary investors who used 
these vehicles as a safe alterna- 
tive will be disappointed, and 
possibly fmancially disadvan- 



taged by suffering real losses of 
principal value. This realization 
spread among the many 
investors who fall in to this cate- 
gory can create a "run on the 
bank" scenario. Tills will acceler- 
ate declines in value as Investors 
seek to sell Investments and get 
out of the various markets. 

It is in times like these that the 
value of a professional advisor 
becomes apparent A profession- 
al advisor can and should take 
the time to understand the ability 
of each individual to accept and 
understand the risk of each 
investment.

Easing Y&ar Tax Barden 



New tax law expands earned income credit 
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One of the nice things 
about my Job Is that \ con 
also help working peo- 
ple get either a larger 
pay check every v/eek, 
or a larger refund when 
they tile their return, by 
explaining the Earned In- 
come Credit (EIC). The 
EIC Is a special credit for 
low-Income workers with 
children. The credit Is sub- 
tracted from the amount 
of tax you owe, so you 
end up paying less tax— 
or even getting money 
back. 

The new tax law 
passed In 1993 Increased 
the amount of EIC avail- 
able to you In 1994, and 
also expanded the eli- 
gibility requirements. But. 
let's discuss 1993 returns 
first. 

When you file your 
1993 retum the EIC may 
mean an extra $2,364 for 
you. .You may qualify ,for 
the EIC If, during 1993: 

•You had Income 
from a Job or self-em- 
ployment, 

•You earned Income 
and adjusted gross b> 
come are both less than 
$23,050. and 

•You txave a child who 
lived with you In ttie 



United States for more 
than half- the year- (the- 
whole year for a foster 
child) in 1993. This child 
can be your son or 
daughter. adopted 
child, grandchild, 
stepchild or foster child. 
The child must be under 
age 19, or under age 24 
arxJ a fuH-tlme student, or 
any age if permanently 
and totally disabled. 

The maximum EIC Is 
$2,364. The EIC Is divided 
Into three credits. You 
may qualify for one, two 
or ail three credits. 

•If you have one child 
the basic credit may be 
worth up to $1,434. If you 
have more than one 
child, the most you could 
receive is $1,511. 



•You may also get a 
"health Irtsurance credit of 
up to S465 If you paid 
health Insurance premi- 
ums that covered at 
least one child. 

• Finally, you can get 
an extra credit worth as 
much as $388 for a child 
bom in 1993. 

You can claim the EIC 
by filing either Form 1040 
or 1040A with Schedule 
EIC. 

If you qualified for the 
EIC in 1993 and believe 
you will also qualify In 
1994. you can get a por- 
tion of the basic credit 
from your employer In 
each paycheck- durlr>g 
the year. This can mean 
up to an extra $120 each 
month. 



To receive Advance 
Earned Income Credit, 
simply complete Form 
W-5, "Earned Income 
Credit Advance Pay- 
ment Certificate." and 
give It to your employer- 
(you cannot claim the 
EIC If you are only self- 
employed), if at any 
time during the year your 
circumstances change 
and you are no longer 
eligible for EIC, you will 
have to repay the 
amount advanced to 
you when you file your 
tax return. To stop the 
advance payments, you 
must fill out a new Form 
W-5 and give It to your 
employer. 

♦ 

Starting In 1994. the 
new tax law significantly 



expand the basic EIC 
while repealing ;the sup- 
plemental young child 
and the health Insurance 
components of the 
credit. The credit also Is 
extended to working 
taxpayers without chil- 
dren, provided that the 
person Is at least age 25 
but less ttien 65 and is not 
the dependent of an- 
other taxpayer. How- 
ever, the advance 
payment option Is not 
available for workers 
wittxxjt cNldren.
